Paul  Anton  Von  Klieben,  Evanston 
artist  with  studios  at  614  Church  street, 
is  exhibiting  some  of  his  portraits  in  oil, 
woodcuts  and  portrait  etchings  at  the 
Woman's  club.  The  exhibit  contains 
this  portrait  of  Lincoln  which  is  said 
to  be  one  of  the  best  likenesses  of  the 
Civil  war  president  now  in  existence. 

William  J.  Hamilton,  president  of  the 
Historical  society,  said  of  the  painting. 

"It  was  my  pleasure  to  have  seen  at 
the  exhibition  at  the  Woman's  club 
Lincoln's  birthday,  a  portrait  painted 
by  Paul  Von  Klieben.  Living  as  I  did 
within  two  miles  of  the  home  of 
Lincoln  at  New  Salem,  or  Old  Salem 
as  we  called  it,  I  knew  many  people 
who  personally  knew  Mr.  Lincoln.  My 
godmother,  Mrs.  Samuel  Hill,  lived,  at 
New  Salem  at  the  time  Mr.  Lincoln 
lived  there.  My  father  and  many  others 
knew  Mr.  Lincoln  and  they  would  pass 
on  many  photographs  and  would  tell 
me  Mr.  Lincoln  looked  like  this  photo- 
graph or  did.  not  look  like  this  one.  The 
portrait  by  Mr.  Von  Klieben  strikes  me 
as  being  a  likeness  of  Mr.  Lincoln  as 
I  was  taught  to  believe  he  looked  by 
those  who  knew  him  intimately." 

The  exhibit  will  be  open  until  Feb.  22. 
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
